WAS IT DEATH? 


One frequently hears, nowadays, of 


do injection of medicine into the veins 
by means ot a hypodermic syringe, as 
one of the new-fashioned modes of cure. 
My own experience in the matter, 
limited as it is, may be useful as a 
warning both to physicians and suffer- 
ers, and it may be interesting, first, be- 
cause it is real; secondly, as we must 
die some time or other, I suppose most 
of us wonder now and then how it will 
feel. 
Now, if what I went through was 


not death, it was at least BO near it that 
as far as physical sensation went it was 
practically the same thing. 


I had been ill for some time, suffering 


from frequent returns of severe pains, 
which the doctors thought might be 
rheumatic, or neuralgic, or might be 
something else. At any rate, they could 
Hot hit upon the medicines either to re- 
lieve these pains or to prevent their 
recurrence. Meanwhile, they were ex- 
perimenting, and I was getting weak 
and thin ; so it wag determined to try 
and ease me of my misery, if even only 
for a time, in hopes that nature would 
gather a little strength, and perh.api 
succeed in doing-what the doctors had 
failecVin—curing me^ 
** 


I had a great objection to taking 


opium, on account of its well-known in- 
jurious effects, and I had borao a great 
deal of pain rather than take it. 
The 


doctors, however, overcame my objec- 
tions by assuring me that the injection 
of morphine under the skin was not at- 
tended with the same injury to the con- 
stitution, and was usually more effica- 
cious in cases like mine than any other 
way of taking the drug.x 


Accordingly, I was furnished with- a 


veigr small syringe, which would hold just 
the right close, to the end of which was 
attached a sharp-pointed geld tube about 
the size of a sailor,'s needle. A email 
bottle of morphine was also provided, 
and I promised faitlifully to use it ac- 
cording to directions on the return of 
Severe pain. My medical attendant was 
Very anxious to try it then and there 
himself, but, as at the time of his visit 
I was enjoying an interval of ease, I 
would not consent to this, feeling confi- 
dent—as, indeed, he himself did—of my 
capacity to administer it, and being 
without anxiety as to the result. 


That night, before going to bed, sev- 


eral severe twinges, which hod been at 
Be for an hour or more, gave unmistak- 
able warning of another night of sleep- 
less torment, unless I could find relief 
K>mewhere^ Of course I thought of tke 
Kttle syringe. If I had hod any appre- 
hensions about the effects, I dertainly 
fihouldi have had some assistance at 
hand; but I am an unimaginative indi- 
vidual, taking things as they come, so I 
said good-night, went to my room and 
locked the door as usual. ;When my 
preparations for the night were com- 
plete I took my new friend ont of the 
pretty little morocco case and filled the 
syringe only about two-thirds full of the 
solution, for such were the doctor's 
orders, as I had never previously taken 
morphine in any way ; it is to this pre- 
caution I probably owe my life. Then, 
according to instruction, I pinched up 
» piece of the calf of my leg tightly be- 
tween thev finger and thumb of my left 
hand, inserted the point of the tube nn- 
dejr the siin with a dexterity which I 
remember pleased me at the time, as I 
thought what a skillful surgeon might 
have been lost to suffering humanity by 
the untoward circumstances of my early 
life, and gently introduced into my sys- 
tem the magic fluid which was to relieve 
me of all my suffering. It did it with a 
vengeance, andwith unexpectedrapidity, 
too. 
. I 


The first sensation was of something 


not belonging to me crawling under my 
ikin, and mounting rapidly up my back- 
bone, spreading thence all over my body 
)B it went. This was not at all painful 
)o me, nor was I alarmed by it; for, 


all at firs|^ part of the programme, 
and tronbleamyself no more about it 
than so far as to hastily unlock the door, 
. thinking, " There is no telling how lou g 
I shall sleep, and if I don't open tl .e 
door in the morning they will be frigh] 
enccl to death." 


By this timethe crawling feeling h 


mounted to the back of my n$gk. (I 
could trace it as it moved; my Limbs 
were beginning to refuse to serve me; I 
was obliged to totter to the bed without 
putting ont my light, for, though n< 
the least sleepy, I should have falls n 
had I not helped myself by chairs ai d 
table. There I lay, eyes wide ope:i, 
senses all alive, quite out of pain, 
but no idea of going to sleep. Wh«n 
the crawling thing, whatever it was, 
reached the back of my head, it seenru d 
to give a slight blow, to that part, arjd 
immediately I lost sul power over miy 
limbs. Still I retrained perfect con- 
sciousness. I heard the movements go- 
ing on in different parts of the house. 
I saw the^moon rise and peer in at c .ie 
of the windows, and I remembered 3 
slight feeling of annoyance that, aboikt 
midnight, the light would come' in 
through another window, the curtain of 
which I had neglected to pull down. If 
I had seen burglars breaking into tlje 
room, I could not have moved or spoken. 
I was not troubled about this, howevei 
nor much about anything else on earth. 
I watched my symptoms with car,3 an 1 
interest, and felt certain I was going t o 
sleep, though what was coming next 
could not even guess. Tho only fee 
ing of concern about anything that 
remember was a thought that ro,se i|n 
my mind like this : 


" What a horrible fuss Emc will mak.< 


when she finds me in this state." 


Even this did not trouble me much, 


for it really did not seem to bo any bus- 
iness of mine. By degrees, but so slow- 
ly as to be hardly noticeable, I lost all 
consciousness of my extremities. 
Ajt 


first, though I could not control them 
I was quite aware that I hod hands an 
feet; now I seemed to lose thenij to go 
from them, as from sensible contact 
with a foreign body, more into myself 
This peculiar loss of consciousness ex 
tended very gradually up my limbs 
Still I had my senses; my eyes wer 
open, I could see everything aroun< 
mo, I could hear as well as ever, and mj 
mind was clear and perfectly tranquil 
I was neither frightened, nor agitated] 
nor anxious, nor, I must confess, was I 
impressed with any peculiar solemnity 
attaching to tho occasion. Perhaps this? 
was owing to my habitual matter-of-fac( 
disposition. I seemed to myself just a^ 
complete, without my arms and log** as 
when I had them. , 


Littlo by little I lost my body, and 


with equal indifference. 
Whether my 


heart, censed to beat and my lungs to 
breathe at this time I cannot tell you! 
for I had no means of knowing; but, if 
they did, I did not seem to miss them] 
Soon I was gone up to my neck. Then, 
and not till then, my senses began to 
grow dim. 
First, my sight, not as bv 


the closing of my eyes, but objects disj 
appeared, leaving only the impression o: 
light upon tho eye; then that, too. 
faded, and finally no consciousness 01 
the organ remained. 
My hearing was 


still with mo, or I with it, whichevei 
yon prefer to say. 
Soon it, too, left me. 


Head, face, body, senses, all seemed 
gone—everything except a feeling of 
weight in my tongue and a round spo 
in the back of my head, where I hat 
previously felt the blow. 
Then inj 


tongue went, and the round spot wa-s all 
that was left; yet this seemed just as 
absolutely and completely me as ever mj} 
body had been.

This state continued apparently a long 


while, during which I remember wbni 
dering what Dr. S. would say when h<S 
saw me, hoping he would not meet with 
any annoyance about his share of th<j 
transaction. As to anxiety about world j 
ly or other affairs, fear for the future j 
memory instantaneously flashing before! 
me the events of my wnole life down to

vice as to how to be, lawyers. H > said : 


First ofj all, he bhould 'start poor. The 


speaker remembered that when h<> was a 
law student ho Avent into the o'fice of 
John Neal, the poet who com], >sed a 
noted ode to the American oa^le 
Mr 


Neal remarked to him : "You °aro poor,' 
are you not? Then you A\iU su.-ceed." 
Poverty is the onlysubstantial hope of a 
young laAvyer. 
The law is a profession 


of unrelentless, 
unremitting 
labor. 


Nothing but the whip irtTH spur of ne- 
cessity Avill urge a young lav, yer to suc- 
cess. 
, 


It is doubtful if any man ever gets 


^entirely rid of tho agony that takes pos- 
session of him in his first effort at pub- 
lic speaking. 


The speaker counseled the advisability 


of young hiAv students going to tho 
country to begin their law practice, for 
there the best opportunities for use of 
the speaking faculties occur, and the 
most frequent and constant practice. 
In the country a poor law student can 
the more frequently get upon his feet, 
shake, and sit down again, and the more 
frequently he gets up, shakes, and sits 
down, the better it will be for him. The 
first thing a law student should do is to 
go to tho country, settle down, and 
speak on every possible occasion. Mr. 
Swett remembered tho time Avhen a 
friend offered him 30 cents for every time 
ho would speak in public, and wity that 
liberal inducement he scoi-ccly earned 
tho first half dollar. 


The next essential thing for a young 


lawyer to observe is to keep a well-regu- 
lated office. 
Success and dirt do not 


run together. The orderliness of a 
lawyer's oflico and the care Avith which 
papers aro preserved A* ill make clients 
feel that he can be trusted, and that his 
oflice is a place of reliability. 


Another element of success is honesty. 


A lawyer should bo honest and true in 
his profession. 
The1 speaker denounced 


those Avho sacrifice a client to imuiediixto 
gain. 
Nothing should be done to a 


client but to do liini good. A lawyer 
should never have a quarrel Avith a 
client, and bhould never MIC one for a 
fee. 
Mr. Swett said he would never do 


business with a man without agreeing 
for the fee in advance ; that ia the only 
fair Avay for both parties. If the rate of 
compensation for sendees is not settled 
beforehand, and the client is inveigled 
into expensive litigation ere he is aware, 
and finally, if refusing to pay, you are 
obliged to sue him, you ought to resign 
law and givo up practice. 
Clients arc 


often the most grateful of men, nnd pay 
their fees readily and gladly. Be good 
to your client and it Avill bring its re- 
ward. Lawyers should interfere for the 
most speedy peace, and that, too, A\ill 
bring its rcA\ aid. You can buy success 
by labor. 


The practice of law demands th 


elusion of everything else. Al.iw.v 
to reach a high standard of suecW 
must not be a politician, or aspeeulat..

There are many 


things that I could toll you of, that are 
deep downi in the recesses of my memory, 
and that time cannot eradicate. 


But, above all, do I recollect the most 


thrilling sight that my childhood ever 
saw, and that time can no more efface 
from memory than can it uproot Mount 
Monaduoek, whicluis situated near the 
section whore the events took place of 
which I write to-day. 


If you will taJtc a large map of the 


New England States you will find, near 
the southwest comer of tho State of 
New Hampshire, a small river marked, 
and upon its bank will bo noted the 
little town of Winchester. 
About a 


mile down this switt-traveling stream, 
from the above-named town, is the littlo 
cottage spoken of—or it was tliere only 
a few years since. 


This little stream makes great falls 


and tumbles as it twists and turns 
among the, bowlders on its way to join 
the Connecticut river in 'its downward 
course to the ocean. Above this cot- 
tage, which was but a few rods from the 
river's bank, is a fall, or succession of 
f-ills, tho waters of which rushes' in and 
oat among tho rooks in a white foam, 
and througli which no boat can pass in 
safety. 
Directly below this fall is a 


comparatively still body of water, across 
which it is safe to pass in a boat properly 
manned, and with quiet nerves and a 
steady head. This " Still Wfter," as it 
was then called, and is to this day, I 
suppose, only extended down from the 
falls about a hundred yards, when it 
again commenced its wild career, and 
went tearing and seething and roaring 
down so far, in fact, that I am not sure 
that 
the 
falls wholly ceased until 


they united with the more calm Connec- 
ticut. My father Lad occasion to cross 
and re-cross this stream, and so provided 
himself with a skiff, which was pro- 
pelled, not with oars, but with paddles, 
by which, if you are used to boating, 
you will know it is not so easily managed. 
He had been annoyed by persons taking 
the skiff and using it as they would their 
own, and leaving it upon the bank which 
most suited them, and paying no atten- 
tion to the accommodation of my father, 
even with his own property. 


Ho was so greatly ankoycd by these 


selfish acts that he bought a stout chain 
and padlock and secured it to a conven- 
ient tree when not in use.

•raverses the river on its south bank, 
opposite our home, was being built, and
